1. *Mind Your Child’s Art. 
Laura Bannon. {Pellegrini & Cudahy, 
Inc., 41 E. 50th St., New York 22.} 
1952. 62 pp. $2.75. 


This guide for parents and teachers traces 
the development of children’s art from the 
earliest attempts through adolescence and 
includes many examples illustrating this 
development. The author offers guidance in 
aiding children in their development and 
warns of the dangers of unwise criticism or 
ridicule. She also suggests material for 
use at different levels and describes the 
child’s activities while executing the pic- 
tures used to illustrate different levels or 
ages so that parents will have a preview of 
their own child’s behavior. The relative 
value of different kinds of instruction, sug- 
gestions for games connected with art work, 
and ways of guiding children by supplying 
experiences in daily life are other topics 
which the author discusses.

2. Farewell to Childhood. Pro- 
duced by Herbert Kerkow, Inc., for the 
Mental Health Film Board. {Inter- 
nat]. Film Bureau, Inc., 57 E. Jackson 
Blvd., Chicago 4.}] 16 mm.

This film, on adolescence and the family 
strains which accompany it, presents the 
particular problems of a teen-ager, 15-year- 
old Susan Stewart, and her parents. Dating 
hours and the necessity for acceptance and 
approval by contemporaries are some of the 
causes of family friction, further aggravated 


by Susan’s seeming preference for her high 
school adviser, Mrs. James. The solution to 
these problems is suggested by the film 
which indicates the need for parental help 
and encouragement in their child’s leaving 
childhood for adulthood. The film is well 
suited for use with PTA or similar groups. 
For information about borrowing or renting 
this film inquire at state or local health 
departments, public libraries, or 16 mm. 
educational film libraries. 


3. The Adolescent Period: A 

Pictorial Atlas. Frank K. Shuttle- 
worth.

This pictorial atlas illustrates the processes 
of physical growth, sexual maturation, and 
differences in body build among normal 
adolescents. The photographs are arranged 
so that developmental changes within the 
same individuals and contrasts between 
individuals are emphasized. The book is 
intended primarily as a reference book for 
workers in the field of child development 
but will also provide useful supplementary 
material for courses in child development 
or allied fields. The combined price of this 
atlas and the graphic atlas reviewed in the 
December, 1952 issue of the Guidance 
Index is $4.00 and the new address of the 
Society for Research in Child Development 
is given above. 


4. Your Teen-Agers: How to 
Survive Them. Alvena Burnite.

Based on the author’s experiences as a 
mother and social worker, this book dis- 
cusses the physical, spiritual, and emotional 
aspects of growing up. It is addressed pri- 
marily to parents and covers a variety of 
situations which trouble parents in their 
relationships with teen-age boys and girls. 
Principles are included which are applica- 
ble to almost every phase of adolescent life, 
with suggestions also for helping parents 
analyze themselves and their reactions to 
children’s behavior. Adolescent problems of 
behavior, conversation, recreation, eating 
habits, personal grooming, and dating are 
covered in an informal, easy-to-read style.

It lists the skilled 
trades in which apprentice training is given 
and the usual number of years necessary to 
complete an apprenticeship. The advantages 
of apprentice training and a general outline 
of the training are also included.

Each listing includes information 
on slidefilm characteristics, content, and 
conditions of availability. The sections of 
the guide are identified by color of paper 
and there are title, subject, and source 
and availability indexes for ease of use. 
This edition also contains more sources and 
listings than the previous one and all have 
been checked for current availability.

This booklet tells of the importance of play 
in the child’s development. It describes toys 
which will contribute to ‘development at 
different ages and warns against unsafe 
features in toys. Play is related to the physi- 
cal, mental, social, emotional, and spiritual 
growth of children and the importance of 
planning for play space and toy storage is 
emphasized. References for further reading 
are included. 


Child Guidance 


8. *Character Formation 
through Books. Compiled by Clara 
J. Kircher. 3rd ed. [Catholic Univ. of 
Amer. Press, 620 Michigan Ave., N. 
E., Washington 17, D. C.} 1952. 103 
pp- $1.50. 


In the introduction to this book, Dr. T. V. 
Moore describes ways in which books may 
be of aid in treating children with problems. 
The inculcation of sound principles of char- 
acter and the aid books offer to this end 
are his primary concerns. He describes, 
through actual cases, bibliotheraputic pro- 
cedure. The bibliography consists of a list 
of titles grouped by grade, each with a 
brief plot summary and the primary char- 
acter traits contained in the story. It also 
contains character, author, and title indexes, 
a directory of publishers, and a list of 
books for further reading on bibliotherapy. 


9. *tDo You Know Your Pu- 
pils? Prepared by the Committee on 
Attention to Individuals. [Metropol- 
itan School Study Council, 525 W. 
120th St., New York 27.} 1952. 12 
pp. 25c. 


This handbook of techniques for increasing 
teacher sensitivity to individual pupils de- 
scribes practices which are now in use. The 
techniques of objective knowledge, i.e., test 
scores, family background and observation 
by the teacher and others, form the body of 
the report. Some of the ways the teacher can 
increase her knowledge of pupils through 
observation are with the help of socio- 
dramas, social distance scales, storytelling by 





pupils, and observed play periods. Teachers 
may learn from parents, play supervisors, 
and other school personnel much that will 
add to her understanding of her pupils. The 
report includes a bibliography for further 
reading. 


Citizenship 


10. Congress at Work. Stephen 
K. Bailey and Howard D. Samuel. 
{Henry Holt & Co., 383 Madison 
oy New York 17.} 1952. 502 pp. 

3.50. 


By following members of Congress through 
pre-election and election strategy and 
through the activities which make up a day’s 
work, this book presents congressional acti- 
vity in a more lively fashion than is found 
in most textbooks. Certain aspects of legis- 
lative procedure are examined by taking 
specific laws and following them from incep- 
tion to completion. Pressures and lobbies, 
investigations, foreign policy, are only a few 
of the activities described. The authors have 
used material which is current and contro- 
versial i.e., The Rent Control Act of 1949 
and The Taft-Hartley Act of 1947—+o illus- 
trate the. many aspects of Congressional 
activity.

11. *Elementary Teachers’ 
Guide to Free Curriculum Mate- 
rials. Edited by John Guy Fowlkes 
and Others. 9th. ed. [Educators Prog- 
ress Service, Randolph, Wisc.} 1952.

The new edition of this Grade Guide has 
been greatly expanded over last year’s edi- 
tion—approximately 40 per cent more new 
titles, 50 per cent more new subjects, and 83 
new sources. The annotations give a brief 
description of contents and sample units 
serve as guides to the use of free materials. 
The material listed is for elementary and 
junior high classes and a section of material 
for the use of teachers is included. Each 
section of the guide is identified by color 
of paper for ready reference. The guide 
contains an article by Dr. John Guy Fowlkes, 
“Some Resource Values in Free Materials,” 
reprints of which will be sent free to edu- 
cators upon request. 
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12. *500 Live Ideas for the 
Grade Teacher. Betty Lois Eckgren 
and Vivian Fishel.

This book is a collection of activities, handi- 
craft projects, puzzles, riddles, and games 
with emphasis on the practical and inex- 
pensive. It is arranged alphabetically with a 
subject index at the back. The how-to-do-it 
descriptions are, in most cases, further clar- 
ified by illustrations. The authors have in- 
cluded grade annotations when necessary 
and ideas which may be used in all grade 
levels. They have also listed material to save 
for handicraft projects and sources of free 
material.

13. tEducation for the Task 
Ahead. Bulletin XXIV, No. 3, [Bu- 


reau of School Service, Univ. of Ken- 
tucky, Lexington, Kentucky.} 1952. 
144 pp. 50c. 


This bulletin presents the proceedings of 
the twenty-eighth annual educational confer- 
ence and the seventeenth annual meeting of 
the Kentucky Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. At this conference ele- 
mentary schools were made an integral part 
of the Association. Tying all educational 
levels together, this report bears information 
of interest to educators on all levels. Some 
of the topics covered at the conference of 
particular interest are as follows: “Meeting 
the Attacks on the Public Schools”; “The 
Changing Concepts of Accreditation”; and 
“Promising Practices in Our Public Rela- 
tions Programs.” 


14. tGrouping Within a Class- 
room. Prepared by the Committee on 
Individual Growth and Development. 
{Metropolitan School Study Council, 
525 W. 120th St., New York 27.] 
1952. 16 pp. 30c. 


This report on grouping within a classroom 
describes the values which the practice has 
for both children and teachers. The pur- 
poses to which grouping can be put are 
discussed and actual practices, from kinder- 
garten through senior high school, are in- 
cluded. There is an examination of the 
teacher’s role—guide, consultant, instructor, 
evaluator, to name a few—and of the many 
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activities possible in classrooms where 
grouping is practiced. 


15. Leadership for American 
Education. [Amer. Assn. of School 
Administrators, 1201 Sixteenth St., 
N. W., Washington 6, D. C.} 1952. 
325 pp. $2.50. 


This book is the official report of the 78th 
Annual Convention of the American Asso- 
ciation of School Administrators. It contains 
the speeches and discussions of the persons 
in attendance. At least three persons, each 
distinguished in his field, spoke on each of 
the following topics: Religious Stewardship 
for Today’s Children; The Citizen’s Obliga- 
tion to Schools; The Three R’s and Today’s 
Schools; Fundamentals for Tomorrow’s 
Schools; Administrative Leaders for Good 
Schools; and Great Issues in American Edu- 
cation. The official records of the conference 
comprise the remainder of the book. 


16. Private Independent 
Schools. James E. Bunting, Ed. 5th 
ed. [James E. Bunting, Wallingford, 
Conn.] 1952. 586 pp. $5.00. 


This directory for the use of parents and 
teachers lists private boarding, day, and 
military schools for boys and girls. The first 
section consists of two to four page descrip- 
tions of representative schools covering such 
items as faculty, buildings and equipment, 
students, admissions, cost, instruction plan, 
and extracurricular activities. Section II lists 
the private schools in the United States, the 
District of Columbia, and Hawaii, grouping 
them alphabetically by state. 


17. World Horizons for Teach- 
ers. Leonard S. Kenworthy. [Bureau 
of Publications, Teachers College, 
Columbia Univ., New York 27.} 1952. 
160 pp. $3.25. 


Dr. Kenworthy describes the need for world- 
minded teachers to better equip children 
for life in today’s world. He gives the char- 
acteristics of the world-minded teacher and 
suggests methods of developing these char- 
acteristics in pre-service and in-service pro- 
grams. His book contains descriptions of 
practices which are developing world- 
minded characteristics and suggestions for 
improving and expanding these practices. 
The appendixes group the activities as pre- 
service or in-service and list organizations 


interested in world affairs, the specialized 
agencies of the United Nations, and the 
information services and embassies in the 
United States of member nations in the U.N. 


Education, Higher 


18. General Education in Ac- 
tion. B. Lamar Johnson. [American 
Council on Education, 1785 Massa- 
chusetts Ave. N. W., Washington 6, 
D. C.}] 1952. 409 pp. $4.00. 


This report of a 14-month study of general 
education in 57 California junior colleges 
lists twelve basic goals for general education 
and discusses ways in which these goals may 
be achieved. Attention is also given to admin- 
istration, use of the school library, and to 
future problems and opportunities in general 
education. The volume should be of interest 
to all persons concerned with general educa- 
tion at the undergraduate level. 


19. General Methods of Teach- 
ing. A. Gordon Melvin. [McGraw- 
Hill Book Co., Inc., 330 W. 42nd St., 
New York 18.} 1952. 251 pp. $3.75. 


The methods of teaching contained in this 
book will be of value to teachers m elemen- 
tary and secondary schools and colleges as 
well as to those in training. The author 
illustrates principles with examples from 
the work of teachers at all levels. Topics 
of particular interest are the ones on main- 
taining order, class planning, and on eval- 
uation techniques. There is, throughout the 
book, information on practical methods. 


Family Life 


20. The Family Problems 
Handbook. Arnold W. Holmes. 
{Frederick Fell, Inc., 386 Fourth 
Ave., New York 16.} 1952. 191 pp. 
Cloth, $3.50; paper, $2.00. 


This book deals briefly with problems of 
health, family relationships, and personal 
stability. Among the 63 subjects covered are 
home accidents, marital conflicts, the re- 
tarded child, the handicapped, teen-age con- 
flicts, prisoner aids, alcoholism, juvenile 
delinquency, and other problems common to 
family circles. More than 500 organizations, 
agencies, and services are listed which are 
available to people who need help and 
guidance. An extensive bibliography of 





books and pamphlets covering the various 
problems and the sources from which they 
may be obtained are included. The con- 
densed information in this book should make 
it a useful reference text for personal coun- 
selors and family members. 


21. *Your Family Circle. Sister 
Jean Patrice, C.S.J. [The Bruce Pub- 
lishing Co., 400 N. Broadway, Mil- 
waukee 1, Wisc.} 1952. 145 pp. $2.75.

This guidance book for parents of the pre- 
school child covers the problems which 
arise in all families at one time or another. 
Toys, television, spanking, nursery school, 
food, and fairy tales are only a few of the 
topics covered by the author. Sister Jean 
Patrice answers parents’ questions and traces 
the child’s development through the pre- 
school years—pointing out that many of the 
problems which parents confront for the 
first time in their child are common to most 
children at that particular age. 


Family Life Education 


22. Family Life Education in 
School and Community. Elizabeth 
McHose. [Bureau of Publications, 
Teachers College, Columbia Univ., 
New York 27.} 1952. 182 pp. $3.50. 


This book reports on the findings of a study 
of family life education as it is presently 
being carried on in various types of schools 
and communities. The need for this phase of 
education is pointed out in anecdotes of 
everyday personal and community life, and 
a number of approaches to filling this need 
are described in detail. Some of the causes 
of problems and difficulties in the path of a 
family life education program are also ana- 
lyzed, with suggested methods of preventing 
or correcting them. How schools and com- 
munities have appraised the results of their 
programs of personal and family life educa- 
tion and procedures which may be used by 
others are included. Throughout the book, 
the role of the home, school, church, and 
community in sharing the responsibility for 
family life education is emphasized. 


Handicapped 


23. The Mentally Retarded 
Child: A Guide for Parents. Abra- 
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ham Levinson. [The John Day Com- 
pany, 210 Madison Ave., New York 
16.} 1952. 190 pp. $2.75. 


Stressing the fact that not every case of 
mental retardation is hopeless, Dr. Levinson 
offers a practical guide for the parents of 
retarded children. Medical facts about men- 
tal retardation and its various phases are 
discussed to show what is being done and 
what can be done to improve the retarded 
child educationally and nutritionally. The 
information included is also aimed at help- 
ing parents understand and accept the prob- 
lems they face with mentally retarded chil- 
dren and to plan a program of education 
and guidance that will be beneficial to them. 


Health and Hygiene 


24. *What’s Inside of Me? Her- 
bert S. Zim. [William Morrow and 
Co., Inc., 425 Fourth Ave., New York 
16.} 1952. 32 pp. $1.75. 


Since this book has been planned for use 
by parents and children, it is printed in two 
type sizes. It explains the body and its 
processes in a way that children can under- 
stand and gives parents information with 
which to answer children’s questions. The 
purpose of bones, how the heart works, and 
the digestive process are some of the topics 
Dr. Zim discusses. The text has been illus- 
trated by Herschel Wartik. 


Human Relations 


25. tOvercoming Prejudice. 
Better Living Booklet. Bruno Bettel- 
heim. [Science Research Associates, 57 


W. Grand Ave., Chicago 10.} 48 pp. 
40c. Quantity discounts. 


This booklet deals with a problem that con- 
cerns all of us, adults and children alike. 
The roots of prejudice, its unfortunate effects 
on the individual and on society, how we 
can help children to grow up without form- 
ing prejudice, and how we can help those 
who are the victims of prejudice are some 
of the questions examined. Many examples 
are given of everyday situations in which the 
problem appears in one form or another, and 
of how these situations can be effectively 
handled. The booklet stresses the point that 
in order to develop a society in which people

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will be relatively free from prejudice, we 
must start with our children. The author is 
Professor of Education and Principal of the 
Sonia Shankman Orthogenic School, at the 
University of Chicago. 


Libraries 


26. The Public Librarian. Alice 
I. Bryan. [Columbia Univ. Press, 
2960 Broadway, New York 27.} 1952. 
474 pp. $6.00. 


This report of the Public Library Inquiry 
presents the results of a survey made among 
more than 3,000 public librarians through- 
out the country. Dr. Bryan has examined 
the educational background of the librarians 
and the personnel practices of libraries and 
found both inadequate. Dr. Robert D. Leigh, 
in the section on the education of librarians, 
examines present educational programs in 
accredited library schools. Their conclusions 
and recommendations for improvement of 
recruitment practices and education of li- 
brarians and the personnel practices of 
libraries should interest educators and board 
members. 


Mental Hygiene 


27. Making the Most of School 
and Life. Clark Robinson. [The 
Macmillan Co., 60 Fifth Ave., New 
York 11.} 1952. 491 pp. $2.92. 


This textbook is designed to help boys and 
girls meet, in a sensible way, the situations 
involved in making the transition from ado- 
lescence to adulthood. It deals with prob- 
lems of physical and emotional growth, 
school life and study habits, getting along 
with family and friends, etiquette, dating, 
leisure-time activities, and vocational inter- 
ests. Throughout the book, emphasis is 
placed on the growth and development of 
boys and girls in relation to the responsi- 
bilities they must assume both now and in 
adult life. Numerous teaching aids and 
topics for discussion are also included. 


Parents and Teachers 


28. *Behavior Difficulties of 
Children as Perceived and Judged 


by Parents, Teachers, and Chil- 
dren Themselves. William Grif- 
fiths. [Univ. of Minnesota Press, Min- 
neapolis 14, Minn.} 1952. 116 pp. 
$3.00. 


This book, number 25 in the Child Welfare 
Monograph series,: presents the results of a 
study of the behavior difficulties of children 
from 6 to 14 years of age. The children’s 
awareness of their behavior difficulties was 
compared with what their parents and teach- 
ers had to say about their behavior. The 
results were studied for age, sex, and socio- 
economic differences and behavior difficul- 
ties were rated aggressive, delinquent re- 
lated, withdrawing, or noncompliant in the 
home. The findings of behavior in terms of 
type for each group (sex, age, and socio- 
economic) bear significance for parents and 
teachers. 


Psychology 


29. Applications of Psychology. 
L. L. Thurstone, Ed. {Harper & Bros., 
49 E. 33rd St., New York 16.} 1952. 
209 pp. $3.00. 


This collection of psychological essays was 
published in honor of Walter V. Bingham, 
leader in applied psychology. Applications 
of psychology in the military and industrial 
fields, problems of selection—of students, 
teachers, employees—form the subject mat- 
ter of the essays. This book will be of inter- 
est to school guidance personnel, industrial 
personnel, and students of psychology. 


Rural Schools 


30. Education in Rural Com- 
munities. Nelson B. Henry, Ed. [The 
University of Chicago Press, 5750 
Ellis Ave., Chicago 37.] 1952. 359 
pp- $3.50. 


This book, Part II of the fifty-first yearbook 
of the National Society for the Study of 
Education, presents a general treatment of 
the major characteristics and services of 
rural schools. It describes and analyzes im- 
portant trends in rural life as they affect 
rural education, and rural education as it is 
at the present time. The book also contains 
proposals for improving the quality of rural 
education and meeting the problems which 
stand in the way of improvement. Extensive 





bibliographies and lists of aids to rural edu- 
cation are also included. 


School Administration 
31. The American School Su- 


perintendency. Amer. Assn. of 
School Administrators. 30th Year- 
book. {Natl. Education Assn., 1201 
16th St., N. W., Washington 6, D. C.} 
1952. 663 pp. $5.00. . 


This yearbook examines the position of the 
school superintendent at the present time. 
Background material points up the changes 
which have taken place over the years and 
the results of a questionnaire present a pic- 
ture of the work and problems of present-day 
rural and urban superintendents. Relations 
with the community and responsibilities to 
schools and teachers are described. The book 
also examines-the pre-service and in-service 
education of the superintendent and in the 
final chapter draws together recommenda- 
tions for the future regarding the position 
and personnel of school superintendency. 


School-Community Relations 


32. How to Conduct a Citizens 
School Survey. Merle R. Sumption. 
{Prentice-Hall, Inc., 70 Fifth Ave., 
New York 11.} 1952. 209 pp. $3.00. 


Since the responsibility for public school 
instruction lies with all the citizens in a 
community, such a survey as Dr. Sumption 
describes gives them the chance to join in 
planning for future educational goals. The 
plan he outlines is designed to be sufficiently 
flexible to meet a variety of situations. Tak- 
ing a child census, selecting and organizing 
the central committee, analyzing financial 
ability of the community, developing the 
survey report, and effective public relations 
are some of the techniques and problems 
which the author describes in detail. 


33. Let’s Look at the Attacks 
on the Schools. Harold Alberty and 
Others. [Ohio State Univ. Press, Co- 
lumbus 10, Ohio.} 1951. 144 pp. 
$1.50. 


This is the report of a study made “to iden- 
tify and evaluate the criticisms of public 
school education made by individual and 
organized groups of laymen, and by profes-

sional educators.” By surveying recent litera- 
ture, a list of ten specific criticisms was 
compiled and an effort was made to arrive 
at the prevalence of the criticisms through 
an interview poll. Certain principles consti- 
tuting an ideal situation were formulated 
the workshop members as a basis for eval- 
uating the criticisms. As a result the report 
makes recommendations aimed at preventing 
unwarranted attacks, i.e., adequate public 
relations, and at meeting the attacks when 
they are made. 


Sex Education 


34. *Sex-Character Education. 
John A. O’Brien. [The Macmillan 
Co., 60 Fifth Ave., New York 11.] 
1952. 212 pp. $2.75. 


Dr. O’Brien, in accord with Catholic thought, 
believes that sex education is the respon- 
sibility of parents. To aid parents in fulfill- 
ing this responsibility, he has written this 
book to serve as a guide and aid. The time 
for sex instruction, the problems of adoles- 
cence, the reproductive process, and the 
development of sex instruction through the 
years are among the topics covered by Dr. 
O’Brien. Some of the authors and organiza- 
tions who are included are Daniel A. Lord, 
S.J., Dr. Paul Popenoe, Child Study Asso- 
ciation, and the American Social Hygiene 
Association.

This monograph on chiropractic presents 
information gained, in part, through per- 
sonal interviews, questionnaires, and obser- 
vation. It describes the training and work 
of the chiropractor and lists the chiropractic 
colleges, their tuition costs and study plans. 
The expense of opening an office, specializa- 
tion, and salaried work are described. The 
author gives income figures, based on 588 . 
unsigned questionnaires, which place the 
average net income from private practice at 
$7,576 a year. He breaks the figures down 
into tables according to years of practice 
and population of locale of practice and 
concludes “The income of the young chiro- 
practic practitioners is very good, and so 
is that of those who practice in small! towns.” 
There is a brief discussion of women in 
chiropractic and a review of the advantages 
and disadvantages of this field. 


54. tMedical Technician. 
{Chronicle Guidance Publications, 
Moravia, N. Y.} 1952. 4 pp. 50c. 


This occupational brief describes the devel- 
opment of the relatively new field of medical 
technology and the variety of the work of 
the medical technician. It also discusses the 
personal and educational requirements of 
the field, the working conditions, including 
wages and hours for large and small Jabora- 
tories and public health and private ones. 
Training opportunities and tuition costs, em- 
ployment outlook, methods of entry, and ref- 
erences for further reading are also included 
in the discussion.
